Most Critical Moment of the War, Says Simonds 


UR greatest peril now lies in thinking of the war as over or accepting 

the words of the German, when these words are not translated into cor- 

responding deeds. The German is talking peace in acceptable words, but 
he is spreading ruin and waste over the richest and fairest fields of Europe. 
Would he continue to do this if he expected to make peace presently on 
terms which would compel him to indemnify his victims for his current crimes? 
Would he burn Cambria on Monday if he expected on Saturday to make peace 
with the guayanteed indemnification of the people Cambrai? At least it does not 
seem likely. We have come to the most critical moment in more than four 
years of struggle. We have won the war, we have beaten the German, but we 
have not yet reached the point where we can safely accept his verbal assurances 
that he desires to make peace on our terms. Short of the acceptance by the 
German of the fact of defeat, short of his consent to the expression in practi- 
cal terms of our victory, we cannot safely or wisely consent to an armistice or 
permit ourselves to believe our labors are at an end. These terms are the 
surrender of Alsace-Lorraine and Italia Irredenta, the temporary occupation 
of the left bank of the Rhine from Holland to Switzerland and the prompt de- 
mobilization of the German army and navy. Anything else would be a mockery, 
a negation of all that the world has striven for over four years of agony, a sure 
foundation for a new German adventure and aggression. —FRANK H. SIMONDS.

The idea has run like a flame through the 
army. It began with the appearance of the first 
recruits at the ragged cantonments that com- 
menced to take shape in the fall of 1917. At 
these there appeared the early song leaders, men 
of inspiration and personality, aglow with the 
possibility ahead of them. They sold themselves 
to the homesick boys who took this early train- 
ing under more unfavorable circumstances than 
have any of their fellows. Their opportunities 
increased with the advent of the Liberty thea- 
ters, the hostess houses, the Y. M. C. A. huts. 
They became. an institution that has branched 
out as the great bay tree and taken root wher- 
ever beneath the flag men were being trained 
for the great service. 

Today they are singing “Pack-Up Your Trou- 
bles” to the wondering Manchurian coolies along 
that longest road-in the world that leads west 
from Vladivostock; are warming themselves 
with the theme of ‘“‘Keep the Home Fires Burn- 
Ing” through the long winter of Archangel;

| week. With a wife and two children to 
support it was a constant struggle to 
make both ends meet.

He has just published a slender book of verses, dedi- 
cated “to the glorious land of America,” and entitled, 
“Memory.” Most of them were penned while he lay in 
a hospital, recovering from wounds at the front.

Airplane Reports Danger Past. 


A land approaches being cut off by fire, the 
airplane was summoned to make a reconnaissance 
of the burning plant from the sky.

Vivid and unusual incidents attend de- 
tonation of 7000 pounds of TNT at

HE most nunitions erplosion the 

United States has ever erperienced occurred 

Friday and Saturday, Oct. 4 and 5, at Morgan, 

N. J., 20 miles southwest of New York City. 

The first explosion occurred Friday night, in one of 

the units of the T. A. Gillespie Co., engaged in loading 

shelis for the Government. Sirty-four lives were lost 

and 325 of the YOO buildings of the plant were de- 
stroyed. 

Recurrent explosions followed at intervals all F'ri- 
day night and most of Saturday, the force of which 
leveled houses five miles away and was felt at a dis- 
tance of 40 miles. The countryside was bombarded 
with shells as if a barrage were being put down iy 
France, and thousands of refugees fled along the roads. 
Some 7000 pounds of trinitrotoluol, commonly known 
as TNT, erploded, and for a time it was feared that the 
Jlames would reach a magazine containing &0,000 
pounds of this mightiest of all erplosives. 

Naturally, in the midst of such a catastrophe, many 
out-of-the-way incidents occurred. A few of the most 


disastrous 


telling are reported below. 


“Worse Than Chateau-Thierry.” 

SOLDIER of the United States army, with 
two gold chevrons on his left sleeve to 
denote a couple of half-year periods in 
the trenches in France, stood, at 1:50 
o'clock Saturday morning, in front of 
the Packer House, in Perth Amboy, 
N..J., about four miles north of Morgan. 

Off to the south the sky smoldered dark red and 
there was a steady grumble of explosions. 

“Home, sweet home, boy,’ said the soldier. ‘Me, 
1 know this stuff. That’s the way it sounds when we 
start to get the Heinies—artillery preparation, thes 
Call it.” 

Suddenly it seemed as if two gigantic arms of fire 
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reached out with inconceivable rapidity and embraced 
the ends of heaven; and then drew across the whole 
bowl of the sky a brilliant crimson curtain. 

Came a terrific rush of air that beat on the ear- 
drums, forced the mouth open and seared constella- 
tions of many-hued stars on the eyeballs. And next 
there was a racket that seemed to drive right through 
the skull and shake one from head to heels. 

When it was over, the soldier was flat on the street. 
He had half-thrown himself and been half-flung, upon 
the brick pavement. 

“Wow!” he exclaimed as he picked himself up. 
“That's the real thing. And, take it from me, that’s 
been to Soissons and Chateau-Thierry, what came 
off right now is a lot noisier and scarier than any- 
thing I got over there!”

Air Mail Pilot Sails Over Scene. 
ILOT ROBERT SHANK, of the United Statés Air 
Mail Service, drove his airplane over the shat- 
tered Gillespie plant on his trip from Philadelphia to 
New York, and from a height of 4000 feet saw walls 
and buildings tumbling near the plant after one of 
the most violent of the explosions. 
He related that he distinctly saw the flashes of 


-. several detonations, but their din was drowned in the 


roar of his engine. His altitude was not sufficient to 


protect him from flying shells, if any had happened 
to come his way, but he kept on without swerving, and 
reached Belmont Park safely.

in cost. You have to pay the price and buy 
them. How are you going to do it, all on one 
income?’—particularly an income over which 
looms the shadow of unprecedented tares? 
It will need wise planning. Your domestic 
Ways and Means Committee should go into 
session at once. The wisest possible erpen- 
diture should be the goal of its deliberations. Dollars 
have shrunk in value. Al the more, for that reason, 
should everyone who spends them strive to purchase 
full value, and also to make sure that there is no waste 
in the consumption of what those dollars purchase. 
Hence the timeliness and interest of “Thrift in the 
Household,” by Dora Morrell Hughes, a book just pub- 


lished by Lothrop, Lee, Shepard Co., Boston. Says ~ 
Mrs. Hughes: 
HERE is no thrift in saving when the 


value of the article saved is less than 
the expense of saving it. Not long since, 
when eggs were 60 cents a dozen and 
bread was 6 cents a loaf, there was an 
article in a home publication on the im- 
portance of saving bread crumbs. 
As an illustration of how to do this, a recipe for a 
bread pudding was given. It called for a cup of bread 
crumbs, value 


less than a cent, and five eggs, cost 
25 cents, and milk, sugar and heat. To spend 25 cents 


to save 5 is waste; to spend 25 cents to save 30 is gain. 


HERE is an old proverb of our grandmother's 
dav that is equally true today, though not as 
often heard: ‘‘A woman can throw out with a spoon 
in the kitchen more than a man can bring in with a 
shovel.”’ 

An empty garbage pail is the certain indication of 
two things: how to buy and how to use what one has 
bought. Thrift does not put slices of bread, halves of 
stale loaves, bits of vegetables, cheese, bones and 
scraps of meat into the garbage pail. Thrift appre- 
ciliates that a cold potato represents the amount that 
potato cost less the expense of heat to cook it; it 
knows that a loaf or cake spoiled or bread burned, 
anything that carelessness has left to sour and be- 
some worthless, represents an expenditure of money 
equivalent to what it will cost to replace and cook 
it. The woman who leaves dough sticking to her mix- 
ing pan loses considerable bread before the year is 
done, and she will not lose it merely in that one chan- 
nel. One is careless in many things if she is in one. 


HERE are two avenues through which thrift is 
cultivated: buying and management. 
| helieve it wiser to buy regularly at 
etores than to wander about looking for 
Very often so-called bargains have short 
o'er weaknesses. 

Prices are lower in the stores that insist on cash 
sales and do not deliver goods. Whether it is thrift 
to make all dealings on a cash basis or to run ac- 
counts is a mooted question, with something to be said 
ou both sides, and the weight is in favor of cash pay- 
ments. Running bills usually leads to spending more, 
and persons who buy recklessly by instinct should 
never run bills—they will find the entire income mort

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are unfavorable with him and that he will be a risk 
to the merchant. 
The average consumer will save 10 per cent by liv- 


ing on a cash basis and have the satisfaction of know- 
ing what money she has is hers. Thrift lies in small 
savings. It is not what you pay that makes the im- 
portant factor in living, but what you get for what 
you pay. Here are two baskets of apples; the fruit in 
one is large and speckless; that of the other is wind- 
falls. The second is one-third less in price than 
the first, and will prove the dearer because it has so 
large an amount of waste. A good housewife who 
never bought poor supplies once said to a critic of her 
methods: “Only rich people can afford to buy poor 
stuff, since they do not suffer if a few dollars are 
thrown away in waste.” 


ET us sum up the matter of buying thus: Pay 
cash for everything, or settle all bills at the end 
of a definite time, by week or month. 

Examine all supplies as they come in, having a sales 
slip by which to check them, and insure their being 
of the quality and amount ordered. Put them away 
in their containers as soon as checked. See that you, 
or your maid, are as careful of goods bought in quan- 
tity as if they were bought by the pound. Sugar and 
flour require special care to save waste as you take 
them from the bins. 

Buy when things are in season, not when they are 
dearest. Buy fruits and vegetables for canning when 
and where they are most abundant. That is when they 
are cheapest and also best. Things out of season are 
seldom as good as when their proper time for being 
eaten has come. 


M ANAGING is the art and science of using to the 
best advantage what has been brought into the 
house. System is the secret of good management, and 
it extends to the smallest details of home affairs. 

She who has learned how to prevent little leaks in 
the home has learned how to make the dollars count 
for 100 cents. And there are so many of these little 
leaks that one might fill a large book with a list of 
them. One great mistake for the would-be devotee of 
thrift is to cook too much at once. 

Monotony in diet spoils the appetite and digestion 
and wastes the food cooked, for it is refused. But 
sometimes it is well to cook in large quantities, for 
many things need hours on the stove and it is as 
cheap to cook much as little. For instance, it takes no 
more fuel to cook three pounds of prunes than to cook 
a half-pound, so | always cook three pounds and cam 
all but enough for two meals. I! fill a jar or more as 
soon as | have material, it in the bottom part of

It is the little 
wastes which destroy the family’s peace of 
mind, though they may not average more 
than a cent’s worth each, they are so many 
that they amount to dollars when a \ear is 
done. In unthrifty households they increase 
the gas and coal bills, help the plumber to 
get rich by stopping up the.pipes, fill the 
garbage pail and so on ad infinitum. 

OAP lies soaking in dish or laundry wa- 

ter. Green soap is used instead of old. 
Bits of soap are thrown away. Dish towels are taken 
for holders and burned. Gas ranges are left lighted 
when no cooking is going on, or gas is left going full 
head when a dim light would serve. Rags and paper are 
thrown out, and so scarce has such material become 
that the price of paper has risen high enough to bring 
failure to many publications. | have a friend who saved 
his newspapers and started his son’s college fund by a 
sale of those saved in a short time. They brought $8, 
and the price was lower than it has since been. When 
the 3-year-old has become of college age the practice 
of that kind of thrift will bave shown conside 
results. 

[In the kitchen waste runs riot, often when the house- 
keeper is her own maid. Cheese is kept in a damp 
place and becomes covered with mold. A cup of peas 
or beans, a spoonful of this or that vegetable, bones 
and scraps, left-over gravies, go with crusts and bits 
of bread into the garbage pail. Milk and cream sour 
for lack of attention, and are turned out. Fruit 
juices are turned down the sink. Potatoes are pared 
so generously that more goes with the peeling than 
into the pot. Bacon fat is turned into the sink, thus 
disposing of one of the best and most useful fats by 
stopping up the drainage. 

Tin dishes are not properly dried or are melted by 
being set on the stove to dry. New brooms are used 
for scrubbing and sweeping paths. Silver spoons are 
taken for scraping kettles. Sometimes they disappear 
in the garbage. Steel knives lose their handles by 
being soaked in hot water. Mustard is left to dry 
in the pot; pickles and olives spoil for want of fresh 
brine. Woodenware is left unscalded and warps, or 
it splits from being dried in a hot! place. Ammonia 
and other volatile substances are left loosely corked 
and evaporate. 

Clothes are washed with strong washing powder or 
chloride of lime, lye or soda, and come out rotted and 
faded. Clothes in one washing have been perforated 
with tiny holes from chloride of lime washing powder. 


ND there need be no such waste in the household. 

Much that seems unavoidable may be eliminated 

and what remains can be turned to some use. For in- 

stance, baking potatoes takes considerable gas, and 

every moment of the firing means money spent. You 

can lessen the time by boiling the potatoes for 15 
or 20 minutes and finishing them in a hot oven. 

One of the greatest economies for the cook who uses 
a gas range is the set of steamers in which she may 
cook several things at once. In six months one of 
these will about save its cost in the gas bill. With a 
set of steamers you Can prepare an entire dinner with- 
out letting the odor of one thing at all affect the 
foods above it. Do not buy one of tin, however cheap- 
ly it is offered. This is a lesson of experience. I 
bought a “bargain” which cost 49 cents and lasted 
three weeks. A good one will last for years. 

Another economy that means a great saving in fuel 
and time, perhaps in unspoiled food, is a firelegs 
cooker. And there are scores of other contrivances 
which will contribute to good management, and that 
means thrift. Few persons waste dollars at a time 
but they waste many dollars in the form of cents. 
The Woolworth Building in New York, as the mega. 
phone man tells his hearers, was built from 5 and 
10 cent pieces. It should be an impressive object les- 
son on the financial advantage of saving trifles.

NE evening Napoleon I!1 sat in 
his box at the opera. Across 
the hall, in a loge which faced 


at that table,” said’ Lavign& to Verdi, “and 
work this out.”” When Verdi had finished 
Basily was amazed. “You have written not 
only a fugue,” said he, “but a double canon 
on my subject. Why?" 

Verdi had voluntarily doubled the diffi- 
culty of the task set him. And the young 
genius, looking the old pedant squarely in 
the eye, answered, with the unmerciful can- 
dor of youth: “Because I found your sub- 
ject rather poor and 1 wished to embellish

Verdi was so jealous of the famous aria, 
“Le donna e mobile,” in “Rigoletto,” that 
he would not surrender the music to the 
tenor Mirate, who was to sing it at the first 
performance of the opera, until a few hours 
before the curtain rose. Verdi swore him by 
an oath not to sing, whistle or even think 
the melody outside the theater. Similar in- 
junctions were laid upon the orchestra, the 
chorus and everyone present at the re- 

~ hearsal. 

The reception of the air proved his wis- 
dom in taking these precautions. The house 
burst into applause before the tenor had fin- 


his, he observed a stout man 
in a brown wig, whose atten 
tion was divided between the 
performance, a box of bon- 
bons, and the telling of a joke, The Emperor watched 
this man for a moment, then turned to an attendant. 
saying: ‘Bring him to me.” The stout one apologized, 
as he entered the imperial box, for not being in even- 
ing dress. ‘‘My friend,’ said Napoleon, ‘ceremony is 
unnecessary between Emperors.” His visitor was Gioa- 
chino Rossini, Emperor of Music, as Napoleon was 
Emperor of France. . 

This pleasant story leads the reader into “The Lure 
o. Music,” written in readable anecdotal style by Olin 
Downes, the well-known Boston commentator on 
music, and just published by Harper & Bros. The work 
is rich in little-known stories about composers whose 
pnames are household words. 


For instance, it is related, again of Rossini, that 
even when a young Man and mostly self-taught, he 
was so popular as a composer that when he wished 
to leave the San Mose Theater in Venice for the larger 
Fenice of the same city, the manager of the i Mose 
was incensed. Under his contract Rossini had still 
one more opera to compose for this theater. 


The manager treated him so uncivilly and gave him 
a libretto so poor that the writing of serious music 
to it would haye been impossible. Rossini got his 
revenge against the manager by writing the most 
ridiculous passages in which the basses sang tenor 
parts, the sopranos alto, the worst singer had the 
most difficult aria, and the violinists rapped on the 
tir, candlesticks! in front of them. Immediately after 
the performance Rossini fled 4o Milan! 


[n 1816 Rossini produced that opera by which he is 
best known today, the incomparable ‘‘Barber of Se- 
ville.’ He completed this work in from 13 to 15 days. 
Accused of laziness, he replied that with him indolence 
was a creed. But his mental activity was prodigious. 
I'he story of his having preferred to write another 
piece of music to recovering sheets he had dropped 
under his bed is probably true. But the man who 
can write one composition in little more time than 
it would take him to pick up another has, perhaps, a 
right to his own methods of work. In 19 years he 
produced more than 30 works for the stage. ‘William 
Tell” was his last opera. 
With it he brought his ca-

his life in a basement in Bergamo, a little town in 
the North of Italy. In this place his gifted grandson, 
Gaetano, was born. Writing to his teacher, Mayer, in 
later years, Donizetti said: ‘I was born underground; 
you had to go down by the cellar stairs, where no 
light ever penetrated.” 


“Norma, the greatest opera of Vincenzo Bellini, is 
seldom heard today. principally due to the fact that 
there are all too few singers capable at once of the 
technical brilliancy and the dramatic feeling of the 
music. 

Bellini rewrote the great air. “Casta diva,” nine 
times before he could satisfy La Pasta, the soprano 
who was to sing it. She protested that no human 
voice was capable of executing such difficulties in an 
acceptable and artistic manner. 

Bellini finally suggested that La Pasta take the aria 
home and practice it every day for a week. If, at the 
end of that time, she still wished him to change the 
music, he would do so. She returned, radiant. She 
would on no account consent to the changing of a 
single note. She made one of her greatest successes 
in the scene. 3 


Alexandre Dumas, traveling in Italy soon after the 
prémiere of ‘‘l Puritani,” saw an old man driving 
a light carriage, and was informed that this was the 
father of Bellini. The author hastened to make him- 
self known. The old man was overjoyed. “Do you 
really know my son?” he cried, “and is he really 
so celebrated a man’? To think that when he was a 
boy I scolded him for idleness and neglect of his tasks. 
Every time he has a success he sends me a memento. 
This wateh came from ‘Norma;’ and my horse and 
caleche from ‘Puritani. He is a devoted and affec- 
tionate boy.” 

In 1814, Downes narrates, war descended on the 
little village of Le Roncole. Some of the villagers 
sought refuge in the church, but the barricaded doors 
soon gave way, and those within were at the mercy of 
a drunken and-infuriated soldiery. One woman, hug- 
ging a vear-old baby to her breast, remembered a hid- 
den stairway which led to the belfry. There she

ished the first verse, and when the audi- 
ence had filed out from the theater, ‘La 
donna e mobile’ could be heard sung and 
whistled throughout Venice. 

E Because in Franz Liszt the man and his 
music were one, it was difficult to separate them. Liszt 
played as he looked and looked as he played. He bore 
himself with the pride and grace of a monarch. All 
adored him. It is a fact that men followed him on 
the street and treasured his cigar stubs, and as 
for the gentler sex-—-the composer Grieg, after visit- 
ing Liszt at Weimar, remarked that ladies eved him 
as if they would like to eat the last shred of his 
abbe’s robe. For Liszt in later life became an abbe. 
It has often been said that he took orders just in time 
to balk the pursuit of the proud but amorous Princess 
of Saxe-Wittgenstein. He was fully enough of a 
courtier to find more than one way of saying “no.” 


In 1835 Liszt was the most formidable piano virtu- 
oso in the world. But now came on the stage one 
of the most picturesque and romantic personalities of 
the nineteenth century, the violinist, Paganini. He 
had already done for the violin what Liszt was about 
to do for the piano—invented a new and special tech- 
nique for the instrument which revealed all kinds of 
unheard-of possibilities of its mechanism. Liszt, fired 
by this new art, resolved to emulate it. He locked him- 
self in his studio and emerged the Paganini of the 
piano! 


Liszt was a master of all styles. The story is told 
ot an evening at George Sand’s, when Chopin sat at 
the piano and the lights were turned out. Chopin, as 
everyone believed, kept on playing, but when lights 
were brought in, it was seen that Liszt had taken his 
place. Liszt bowed. ‘Liszt,’ he said, “can imitate 
Chopin, but can Chopin imitate Liszt?” 


When Charles Francois Gounod, the composer of 
“Faust,” was 6 years old, he was taken for the first 
time to the opera, and nearly perished with excite- 
ment. There and then he chose what his life work 
would be. His mother, in alaftm, went to the school 
he attended and begged his teacher to “get that musl- 
cal idea out of his head.”

It may be more than a Co- 
incidence that Gaetano Don- 
izetti, the scene of whose 
most famous opera, “Lucia 
di Jammermoor,” is laid 
in Scotland, was of Scotch 
ancestry. His grandfather 
was a Scot named Izett, son 
of a weaver in Perthshire. 
He left the bluebells and 
heather to seek fortune in 
the wars. He was soon Cap- 
tured by a French General, 
who made him his secretary 
and took him to France and 
later to Italy. In Italy Izett 
became Izetti. He settled 
and married. As a compli- 
ment, some say, to the lady, 
he prefixed the _ syllable 
“Don” to his name. But for- 
tune did not smile on this
